TO THE STOCKHOLDER OF THE BKISTOL LI- 


BRARY :—The past year has not been dis- 


tinguished by any great changes in connec- 
tion with the Library. Its current of affairs, 
like an unobtrusive brooklet, has flowed 
peacefully on in its accustomed way, doing 
good service according to its moderate ca- 
pacity, and welcoming those who have chos- 
en to avail themselves of its advantages and 
its delights. 
While it docs not vigorously 


expand in magnitude, it ip far from showing 
signs of languor. 
It bravely maintains its 


ground and holds the attenlion, and possi- 
bly the affection, of its patrons. 
These 


would no doubt be glad to wituess and en- 
joy gre,it«r evidences of growth, but they 
ar« wise enough to know that books cannot 
be bought without money, and that we must 
all be content with the limiliitions imposed 
by meagre funds. Happily, books arc cheap- j 
er now than they ever were before, and a 
small sum of money expended for their pur- 
chase yields very respectable results. 
If it 


be true that "in the highest civilization the 
book is still the highest delight," then we 
may fairly claim for our little library, a 
modest place in the higher sphere of enjoy- 
ment. 
This is assuming, which may be open 


to doubt, that we are already within the 
orbit of the highest civilization. 


According to the librarian's carefully pre- 


pared report, the number of books taken out 
by the patrons of the Library during ihe past 
year was 8303, which is an iucrease over ths 
previous year of 1008; and over tho year 
preceding that, 3508. 
The number taken 


out in 1894 wns 4039, or 36C4 less than the 
number for last year. The record shows Ihe 
largely increased use of the library over for- 
mer years, and that the habit of reading, 
even if the books selected be not of the most 
substantial order of literature, is by no 
means diminished.

These 
have onttoried oven the Conservative 
partv in Spain. They wore the most de- 
termined upholders of Weylor's tyran- 
nical and cruel course.

Curfew Ordinance. 


Tho Boys and Girls' National Homo 


and* ]• mployment association was organ- 
ized in 3890. Its chief object was to 
find -vays to stop tho nlarmiiig increase 
of crime among children and youths. In 
1804 the organization recommended as 
an experiment the passing in cities of 
tho no called curfov ordinance. It re- 
quired that children under 15, unless 
they had a permit or wore accompanied 
by tiioir parents or guardians, should not 
bo out upon tho street after 9 o'clock in 
summer or 8 o'clock in winter. 


Western cities took up tho matter and 


began enacting tho ordinance one after 
another, until in tho three years elaps- 
ing since tho movement commenced 800 
have it on their municipal statute books. 
Among th<em are snob, large places as 
Omaha, Denver, Topeka, Kansas City 
and St. Joseph, Mo. 


It is to bo noted that tho results of 


tho enactment, so far as reported, are 
invariably good. There has been no 
trouble enforcing tho law. Children 
quietly goto their homos at tho required 
hour without any admonishment. May- 
or Graham of Lincoln, Neb., says that 
in tho first month after the passage of 
the ordinance arrests of youths decreas- 
ed 75 per cent. In St. Joseph com- 
mitments to the reform school have di- 
mininhed one-talf. Since the ordinance 
was passed in North Platto, Neb., there 
has been not one commitment to the re- 
forn' school. In Lincoln teachers report 
that their bad boys have become much 
more quiet and orderly in school since 
they have been taken out of that school 
of crime, the city street at night. 


~ The tittle Affair With Slatt.. 


Mr. E. V. Kollett is American vice 


consul to the kingdom of Siam. Last 
November Mr. Barrett, our minis- 
ter to Siam, sent Mr. Kellott to tho 
town of Ohiongmai on business. Mr. 
Kollctt sent his clerk to the postoffico 
at 8 o'clock in tho evening. The clerk 
was a native Siamese, and ho carried a 
slim little silver headed cane. The po- 
lice arrest( d him on the charge of vio- 
lating a town ordinance forbidding tho 
carrying of "dangerous sticks" at 
night. It appears that tho Siamese po- 
lice were very glad of an excuse to mo- 
lost an employee of a foreigner. 
Word 


was sent to Mr. Kellott, who was indig- 
nant. He proceeded at once to tho po- 
lico station, demanded and got his clerk 
and starti d home with him. On the 
way he wus suddenly surrounded by a 
body of Siamese soldiers, who began to 
beat and batter him with their muskets. 
Ho resisted and backed up against a 
wall and laid about him with his oane 
lively. Some missionaries who came by 
persuaded tho vice consul to let tho sol- 
diers tako his clerk back to tho police 
station, which ho did. The soldiers had 
stopped him and beaten him for taking 
tho clerk nway before the police court 
had reloaded him. 


Mr. KeJlott acquainted Minister Bar- 


rett with tho outrage. At first the Siam- 
ese government wus very lofty and in 
dependent. It refused to let anybody 
but one of its own heathen Siamese 
courts sit on Mr. Kcllott's caso. But the 
United States has a treaty with Siam, 
as with other Asiatic nations, specifying 
that our citizens shall bo tried by Amer- 
ican consular courts or by mixed courts 
of Siamof-o and Americans. Siam re- 
fused to permit the mixed commission 
to try the case. Now comes in the mor- 
al, and lot Americans heed it well. 
About seven years ago there was built 
at Bath, Me., an unpretentious littlo 
gunboat, which was named for that 
other Maine town, Machias. 


Five years ago tho Machias was or- 


dered to Asiatic waters. Sho was not 
vory largo, but she was perfectly pro- 
vided wilh modern guns which will 
shoot trua By a coincidence almost im- 
mediately after the Siamese goverumeni 
refused to lot Mr. Kellett's case bo in 
vestigatod by a mixed commission tho 
Aluulllua appoarod ono flua clay in thfl 
harbor of Bangkok and anchored there. 
Tho effect was magical. In less than no 
time the Siamese acceded to Minister 
Barrett's demand for a mixed oonamis 
sion. They likewise humbly and public 
ly apologized for tho assault on a repro 
sentative of the United States govern 
ment, and tho soldiers who committee 
tho assajlt were severely punished 
All's well that ends well.

Velocity of Ocean Waves. 


Tho velocity of waves is said to depend 


jjiliuurily upon tho power anil continuance 
of the wind, bub ib is greatly modified by 
and 
bears an ascertitinablo relation to 


their magnitude and tho depth of tho wa- 
ter over which they travel. It has been 
calculated by Airy that a wave 100 feet in 
breadth and in water 100 feet deep travels 
at the ruto of uboub 15 miles an hour; ono 
1,000 feet brond and in water 1,000 feob 
deep at the rate of 48 miles; ono o£ 10,000 
feet, In breadth and in water 10,000 feet 
deep will sweep forward with a velocity of 
not loss than 154 miles an hour. Baohe 
stated as one of the effects of an earth- 
quake ab Sauioda, on the island of Kiphon, 
in Japan, that tho harbor was first emptied 
of water, and then came au enormous 
wove, which again receded and left tho 
harbor dry. This occurred several times. 


To evaporate water enough yearly from 


the ocean to cover the earth, on tho aver- 
age, 6 feet deep with precipitation, to 
transport it from ono zone to another, to 
cause it to fall in tho right places, nt suit- 
able times and in the proportions due, is 
one of tho offices of the grand atmospher- 
ical machine. This water is evaporated 
principally from the torrid zone. Suppos- 
ing It all to come thence, we shall have, 
encircling tho earth, a belb of ocean 3,000 
miles in breadth, from which bhfs ubiuos- 
phore evaporates a layer of water annually 
10 feet in depth. To hoist up as high as 
tho clouds and lower down again all the 
water in a lako 16 feet deep, 3,000 miles 
brond and El,000 miles long is the yearly 
business of this invisible machinery. 
What a powerful engine is the atmosphere! 
How nicely adjusted must be nil the cogs, 
wheels, springs and coir.jteiisatiansof this 
exquisite pieee of machinery that it never 
wears out or bruuks down or fails to 
do its work at the right time and in tho 
rjghb way! 
Wbnt a field for investiga- 


tion, nnd how singular ib is thnb man is 
placed at tho bottom of this atmospheric 
ocean from v,hieh to commence his re- 
search!—Sb. Louis Republic. 


To avoid all trouble men and women 


•ioh enough to own sealskin garments 
ind travel abroad with them either on 
iheir persons or otherwise will save 
themselves much trouble and perhaps 
ihe confiscation of the furs by1 comply- 
ng at once with the new regulation of 
the United States treasury. Briefly it is 
:his: Get a tag from the maker or mer- 
chant of whom you bought it put upon 
;ha seal garment, whether cloak, coat, 
gloves, jacket or anything else made of 
seal. Then take it to the inspector of 
customs before you leave the country 
and got his tag put upon it also, specify- 
ing that the sealskin law has been duly 
complied with. Then yon may leave the 
country without fear that when you 
return your garment will be confiscated. 
The present law is that no sealskins 
shall be imported into this country from 
Canada or Great Britain, and it is made 
to apply to seal garments as well as 
ikins.

Bach person 
voro the costume of his or her province, 
nd some were drawn in sledges by roin- 
eor, some by dogs, somo by goats, some 
iy oxon.

The Tarpon of Florida Waters. 


The tarpon frequently attains a length 


of 7 feet or more, with a weight perhaps of 
more than 200 pounds. Such magnificent 
specimens, however, aro seldom taken upon 
hand tackle, and most anglers are willing 
to regard a fish weighing 100 pounds as n 
very satisfactory cntch. 


The tarpon IK very closely related to the 


herring, and besides its great pize, strength 
and gameness it is remarkable for its enor- 
mous scales, sonic of those from n flsh 
weighing 160 pounds measuring 4 inches 
across. Over the greater part of the body 
the exposed portion of tho scales is covered 
with an epidermis which resembles frosted 
silver, while the back of tho flsh is grcon 
and beautifully iridescent. Tho lower jaw 
projects strongly, a sortof indication of tho 
resolute disposition of tho flsh. 
The last 


raysof the dorsal fln aro prolonged Into an 
appendage of considerable length. 


The tarpon is not, in Florida at least, 


regarded as good eating, tho flesh being 
coarse and dark; consequently when after 
great resistance a flsh has boon brought to 
land it is delivered over to the waiting 
buzzards op to tho taxidermist.—Outing.

It is Dot KO much like a capital city 
UE like a very liir^o mid overgrown ijrovln- 
oinl town. 
Tlio low hours' run to Paris 


force* upon our attention the contrast be- 
tween a mere town and a oayital city in 
the'truti sense of the word, for in Paris wo 
find, in the llrst place, a far greater num- 
ber of buiklingb on u lurgo scale and with 
an expression of palatial dignity. 
The 


National gallery ami Somerset House are 
the best things we have to oppose to the 
rich Btatolinebs of the Louvre. 
The Paris 


Opera House has its faults. 
But compare 


it with the cold commonplace of Covent 
Garden theater. The Marble arch, aprotty 
design of its class, is all we have to set in 
opposition to the stately pile of the Aro de 
1'Etoile, with its grandiose if not alto-, 
gother refined sculptural decoration. 
But 


the contrast is oven more remarkable when 
wo compare the general aspect and laying 
out of the two cities. 


In Paris we ha\e in all the best streets 


of tho city broad roads, ample footways, 
tall and stately stone houses—an element 
of effect chiefly rendered possible by the 
prevalenoeof tho system of building houses 
in flats—and rows of trees everywhere 
forming a, delightful combination with the 
buildings. 
Moreover, tho city Is laid out 


with a view to stateliness of effect in the 
alignment of the streets and tho placing 
of tho buildings in relation to them and 
to each other. 
Great part of the effect of 


1'Etoile arch arises from Its position at the 
meeting point of a number of streets spe- 
cially sot out in relation to it and from 
each of which it forms ail effective ter- 
mination of the vista. 
This question of 


alignment is never overlooked in Paris in 
considering the setting out of now streets 
and the placing of new buildings or tho 
planning of tho streets in relation to old 
buildings. 
In London, one may say, it is 


never even thought of.—National Review. 


AN INSATIATE RIVER. 


HOW THE 
MISSISSIPPI SOMETIMES 


EATS UP REAL ESTATE. 


Captain Kine of Greenville Telia How 


the Father of Waters Swallowed Several 
Thousand Collars' Worth of His Property 
In One Nitlit. 


"No use talking, tho Mississippi river is 


tho most contrary thing on earth,"re- 
marked Captain S. H. King of Greenville, 
Miss. "During the civil war, it will be 
remembered, there was a double bend, 
much in the shape of the letter S, of the 
river at Vioksburg. 
General Grant, you 


know, wanted to change the course of the 
river by cutting a channel through De 
Soto peninsula, thus cutting off the upper 
bend and causing the river to flow straight 
across below Vicksuurg and leaving the 
town high and dry. Grant could then 
have sent his gunboats by Vicksburg and 
escaped the shelling from the upper bat- 
teries of the Confederates north of the 
town. He put General McClernand and 
several thousand :neu to work at cutting 
this channel across the peninsula in front 
of the town, and they worked for some 
time, notwithstanding the harassment 
from the lower batteries of the enemy. 
But the contrary river wouldn't show tho 
least desire of accepting such an artificial 
channel anyway. 
The plan was finally 


abandoned and Grant's gunboats had to 
make the run before both the upper and 
lower batteries. 
But in 187(i the Missis- 


sippi river, of its own accord, cut its way 
across De Soto peuiusulu below Vicks- 
burg, but farther up than Grant's artificial 
channel was started. 
De Soto peninsula 


is now De Soto island, and the body of 
water in front of "Vioksburg Is now known 
as Centennial lake, taking the name from 
the year that the Centennial was held at 
Philadelphia. This is only one of many 
instances showing how the Mississippi re- 
fuses to submit to tho dictation of civil 
engineers and how it follows its own stub- 
born course, winding and washing its 
way here and there at its own will. 


"By the way, the Mississippi washed 


several thousand dollars out of my pocket 
in one night about 15 years ago. 
At that 


time I owned u row of houses which began 
almost throe blocks away from the river 
in Greenville, Miss. 
One day a govern- 


ment engineer said to me, 'The river will 
some timo wash away its bank here, and

delegates from one ward an'd demanded 
admission at the door. He showed red 
tickets. "No good," said the doorkeeper. 
Then he showed his credentials, made out 
in regular and lawful form by the legal 
inspectors of the several primaries. 
The 


law of the state makes these absolute cer- 
tificates of right.

tee on oredentialsf" asked tho doorkeeper. 
"Take 'em away or show your tickets." 


Johnson then protested. This is "disor- 


derly conduct," "disturbance of a public 
meeting" and what not else, according to 
convention ethics everywhere, and the 
doorkeeper with sundry assistants ejected 
Johnson and his followers.

Johnson stood his ground and was thrown 
bodily down a long flight of stairs.

immediately placed him under arrest, 
called a patrol wagon, took him to tho 
station house and thence before a magis- 
trate, who fined him for breach of the 
peace.

the speaker's apartments. 


"Good evening, Mr. Johnson," said the 


speaker blandy, oven genially. "Any- 
thing I can do for you?" 


"Not a thing, Mr. Speaker; not a 


thing. Just called to say that I ndmiro 
your politics. 
Your style of doing things 


suits me all through. I want to assure 
you of my hearty support hereafter in this 
district and of my gratification at the 
nomination of Mr. 
today,"

room, where they are attended by a person 
dressed in white. 
The mental cflect ou a 


series of generations of birds results in 
completely white birds. 


They breed tho domesticeock with enor- 


mously long tails after tho same principle. 
They first ei loot a bird with a good tail, 
giving him a very high perch to stand on. 
Thou with weights they drag the tuij 
downward, carrying on tlje same system 
with the fini'st specimens of his descend- 
ants till a tail almost as long as a pea- 
cock'8 isproUacuil at last.—London Stand-
